REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations recited in the base 
claim, including the forming, after the formation of the bump or simultaneously with the 
formation of a part of the bump, a surface interconnection that entirely covers the 
portion of the second internal interconnection exposed through the second opening and 
that extends to the side surface of the bump to electrically connect the bump to the 
second internal connection, the surface interconnection having a smaller height than the 
bump.
